ple matter. Where no Individual re¬ 
cords are available it will be necess¬ 
ary to observe the physical characters 
which indicat production or non-pro¬ 
duction in the hen. 

The purpose of culling, in general, 
is to improve the type and averag< 
production of the flock. It is there¬ 
fore necessary to know the breed char 
acteristics as well as the character¬ 
istics of production before starting i 
eliminate any individuals from t’ - 
flock. One should have, at all tim s. 

,a picture of the ideal in his mind 
eye bi t should be careful that produc¬ 
tion is not sacrificed for unnecessary 
"style” or "fanciness” of type of 
plumage. 

Features in regard to breed-type 
which should be considered as import 
ant in the farm flock are, — size and 
weight for breed, general plumage col¬ 
or type of comb, color of legs or. 
type of legs for breed (bare or feath¬ 
ered, etc.). 

From the production standpoint, a 
good layer may be recognized by th 
following characters: A fine, clean- 
cut head, showing a bright, promin¬ 
ent. alert eye; comb and wattles hav¬ 
ing a turgid, waxy appearance, us 
ually bright red in color. Capacity 
for egg-production is shown by a 
wedge-shaped body, having good len¬ 
gth, depth and width, with the width 
carried well back over the hips with 
out tapering toward the tail. Such a

DOMINION WILL PUSH HIGHWA 


Ottawa, Aug 17. — In the relief of 
unemployment throughout Canada, 
the government is faced with its gr¬ 
eatest immediate problem and to its 
solution continuous effort is now be¬ 
ing directed. A cabinet council in pro 
gress this afternoon here, is consider¬ 
ing the regulation which will govern 
the subject generally, particularly 
the co-operative meaqdires between 
the Dominion, the provinces and the 
municipalities. 

The fundamental principles are 
that every able bodied man willing 
to work will get work and be paid for 
it. Those who are physically unable 
to work and need relief will receive 
it directly. Those able to work but de¬ 
clining what Is offered them, will not 
be afforded aid from the public trea¬ 
sury, and finally, thos e who seek to 
exploit the unrest by attacking the 
established institutions will be dealt 
with summarily. 

Road Work Big Objective 

Details of the methods proposed in 
applying these principles were learn¬ 
ed of today. One outstanding fact is 
that, if the provinces which are to sel 
ect the route, are willing to go in on 
it, fifty-fifty, the coming year will 
sec the trans-Canada highway wel, 
advanced. 

The roadway works to be carried 
out in many places this winter wil 
be in contemplation of this great un 
dertaking though as stated the prov 
Inces mrst initiate it and agree t 
pay half. The Dominion Govern . e».t 
as a further contribution is ready to 
pay one-half of the cost of mainten¬ 
ance of the highway. The system now 
reaches from Sydney, N.S., to North 
Bay, Ont. There is the gap around 
the lakes to Port Arthur and then, 
through the rockies, via Jasper. The 
winters highway work of the Ontario 
government will largely be on the na¬ 
tional highway while the section thru 
the Rockies is being developed by the 
Alberta and British Columbia gov¬ 
ernments.
